Dan DeChellis 
Wood & Metal 


This six-track album from Dan 
DeChellis combines the piano 
with experimental ambient 
noise to create a genre-defying 
blended sound DeChellis crafts 
each song with intricate

piano. The first track "Clean 
Month” exemplifies DeChellis' experimental nature by starting off 
with harsh piano chords before incorporating electronic sounds that 
vibrate throughout your skull.

Noches be Tenner BY 
SareTy TRaNGE 


Venezualean born, Barcelona based artist Luis Garban aka Safety 
Trance released his debut EP under the label Boysnoize Records. 
Combining influences from EBM and reggaeton, Noches de Terror 
establishes a dark yet bouncy atmosphere that alludes to the 80/90s 
breakcore rave scene from his upbringing in Caracas. The tracks on 
the breakout EP samples and mutates old-school reggaeton into the 
defining sound of this new alias. The breakout track “El Alma de Que 
Trajo” with a guest feature from Arca emulates dark sensuality and 
an underlying reggaeton beat. The instrumentality and industrial 
nature of Noches de Terror continues the characteristic EBM 
established in his earlier collaborations with Arca’s KiCk series for 
XL Recordings. 


CETRELA AeESA BY Sega 


Sao Paulo based singer Sergio Sayeg aka Sessa released his 
sophomore, self-produced album Estrela Acesa earlier this year. Sessa 
describes his music as a mess with a accidental, torturous nature to a 
love supreme, where audiences can attain a higher purpose. The 
minimalist sounds of his music branch away from the maximalist 
fusions found in contemporary Brazilian music, which touches on 
genres of Tropicalia and avant-garde jazz. Estrela Acesa (which 
translates to Burning Star in Portuguese) ponders ideas of love both 
sensuous and spiritual in the wake of its resulting hangover. The track 
Cangao da Cura overlay heavenly overlays of vocals over minimal 
sounds of strumming and beats that allude to stargazing and 
introspective explorations of romance. Ambiance and earthy sounds 
characterize the elemental attributes of Sessa’s sound. 


PRE~PLEASURE BY JULIA JAGKLIN 


Melbourne born, Montreal based artist Julia Jacklin co-produced her 
third album Pre-Pleasure with Marcus Paquin (The Weather Station, 
The National) to continue her trend as a masterful lyricist. Alike to 
her previous projects, Julia Jacklin explores the depths of her 
experiential past while translating into deeply personal, timeless 
songs. Pairing with lyrical thought, sounds of classic indie rock and 
influences from 70s pop, folk, and alternative country dot the tracks 
in Pre-Pleasure. Pre-Pleasure establishes raw, loose, and playful 
chord progressions playing with themes of balancing relationships 
and beliefs, thinking about life and truly experiencing it. The track I 
Was Neon conceptualizes wondering if a version of herself has become 
lost in time. The chorus repeats “I quite like the person that !am. Am 
I gonna lose myself again?” with related feelings of anxiety and 
excitement while playing with a constant thematic change.
